Ontario city officials are going 
to do a great injustice to the 
development of a close inter- 
city feeling if they continue with 
their plans to include a 40-acre 
tract and extend the Ontario 
city Hmits to-Eighth St. 


That is very definitely an area 
that should belong to Upland, 
if any city. If Ontario accepts: 
this site for a residential area, 
the officials will develop a 
breach in an otherwise fairly 
wholesome feeling between the 
two citles, 


The tract is

south of Kighth 
St. Boundary lines should he 
established in accordance with 
what Is good for all the com. 
munities involved and for 
the good of the people who will 
be affected. We contend the 
San Bernardino freeway and the 
prolongation of a line east is a 
logical boundary between Up- 
land and Ontario. Likewise, 
ireve Ave. is a logical line for 


the division between Upland and 4 mentary 


Cucamonga. 


Any breach of these lines, in 
our opinion, is a ylolation of 
the principles of good canduct 
among the communities. 


The proposed 40-acre tract for 
Ontario would lie within the 
Upland post office delivery ar- 
ea.°Thus, the mailing address 
for these future Ontario resi- 
dents would be Upland. They 
would also be in the Upland 
township, Their children, how- 
ever, would go to the Ontario 
schools. 


All in all, the situation would 
add to confusion through the 
creation of an illogical, irregu- 
lar boundary. Furthermore, 
small strips would be left in the 
unincorporated area. | 


The attitude of many Upland 
people has been reported to the 
Ontario city hall. The Upland 
city council has not only ques. | 
tioned the advisability of such | 
a boundary line but has dug. | 
gested a conference be held to 
diseuse*the’ problem of common 
boundary lines.

Decision on a three to two 
vote by the Upland eity council} 
to strictly enforce merit system 
regulations resulted Friday night 
in Ian Richardson being given a 
permanent suspension as an Up- 
land police officer. 

The decision was an unpopular 
one, judging by the reaction o; 
the nearly 100. persons in the cits 
hall during the lengthy and un- 
usual session. A, petition signed 
by more than 350°Upland persons 
asked for Mr, Richardson's re- 
instatement,

SEVEN WITNESSES 


Seven persons were called by 
the councilmen to tell of what 
happened on Feb. 26 and 27 
within the Upland city jail. Testi. 
fying, under oath, in the order of 
their appearance were Joe, Par- 
tida, Gilbert Cruz and Chon Pa- 
dilla, Jay. Rowberry, desk ser- 
geant on duty at the time of oa 
disturbance within the cell, My 
Richardsen, Officer Bill SMITH 
AND Poli¢e Chief R. H. Paimer. 

Severi , the treatment re- 
ceived BY Partida was one of 
the principal points at which the 
testimony differed. He claimed 
he was beaten but Officer Rich- 
ardson declared he hit the prison- 
er only with a “back handed 
slap.” 

Partida and his cell companion 
allegedly rattled the cell bars. 
bumped the cell beds up and 
down and uttered loud statements 
to create a disturbance, which 
the officers said ‘“‘could have de- 
veloped into a riot.’’ 

Mr. Rowberry, who serves in 
the joint role of a fireman if and 
when needed, and a jailer at 
other times, said he told the of- 
ficers he could not quiet the pri- 
soners. Richardson said he en- 
tered the cell and urged the 
men to be quiet. At that. time 
Partida was on the top bunk. 
The officer admitted pulling him 
off the bunk and the prisoner’s 
head allegedly landed in the toilet 
bowl. 


“ONLY THING TO DO” 


“It was my intent to quiet the 
disturbance,”’ Officer Richardson 
declared. ‘fAnd I did what I 
thought was necessary. Nothing 
else would have quieted them.” 

Asked what might have been 
possible consequences if he had 
done nothing, Mr. Richardson 
said-the noise would have con- 
tinued and possible riot condi-

People, who were fervently 
against the decision, challenged 
the councilmen and a battle of 
words ensued for half an hour, 
As @ precaution, during the tense 
atmosphere, patrolmen on duty, 
were summoned by Police Chief 
Palmer to stand guard,

Coy D. Ritchie, 396 E. Ninth 
St., has been inventing things 
ever since he can remember. 

This week he is starting the 
manufacture, in his home work- 
shop, of his new (patent pend- 
ing) guitar. The instrument, shap- 
ed like a musical note, is con- 
structed with a new type of acous- 
tical interior,’ which is self am- 
plifying. ; 

Mr. Ritchie can’t explain any 
thought process which led to the 
invention. One day he was lying 
down, dozing, while the T V was 
on and the idea literally hit him. 
He got up, made the drawings 
and then built the instrument in 
two days. He has since built 
forms which will enable him to 
put it into production on an eco- 
nomical basis. for sale. 

Unlike similar instruments, the 
top is closed. All the sound comes 
from an outlet ‘on the side, and 
the player directs it at listeners. 

“T’d rather invent things than 
do anything else,’’ he says. 

However, his inventions are not 
the source of the family Cadillac 
in which heand Mrs. Ritchie just 
made a trip to their native Ark- 
ansas, nor the new GMC truck | 
which he just acquired. 7 

Formerly Mr. Ritchie was a 
wholesale nurseryman. Now he 
is a contract rose pruner and in 
that work he uses some of his\ 
inventions, notably a digger and 
hoist that speeds up lifting the 
roses from the field and a bud- 
ding: aid that is shortly to be 
featured in a national magazine. 

The latter invention makes jit 
possible to speed*up rose budding 
and removed about nine-tenths 
of the drudgery from a painstak- | 
ing task.
